The public information setting-out field 
which receives assignment of the information set as the object of the disclosure 
in order to open information to a server side from a client side, A open setting-out 
input screen including the disclosure place setting-out field which receives 
assignment of a disclosure place, and the open time setting-out field which 
receives assignment of open time is displayed. The information specified through 
said public information setting-out field of said open setting-out input screen The 
data administration support approach in the Hyper Media System characterized 
by transmitting and copying automatically from said client side, and presenting 
disclosure at the disclosure place on the server specified as the time specified 
through said open time setting-out field through said disclosure place setting-out 
field. 

[Claim 3] The data administration-support approach in the Hyper Media System 
according to claim 1 or 2 characterized by to set it as the condition received the 
light permission of the information through said light permission setting-out field 
of said open setting-out input screen, from said client side in case the light 
permission setting-out field which receives condition setting out of light 
permission is included in said open setting-out input screen and information is 
released on a server according to said content of a open setting-out input 



instrument setup. 

[Claim 4] The e-mail transmission place setting-out field which receives 
transmission and assignment of a transmission place of mail of the purport which 
released information is included in said open setting-out input screen. When 
information is released on a server according to said content of a open setting- 
out input instrument setup The data administration support approach in the Hyper 
Media System according to claim 1 or 2 characterized by transmitting mail to that 
effect automatically from said client side at the transmission place specified 
through said e-mail transmission place setting-out field of said open setting-out 
input screen. 

[Claim 5] The news contribution place setting-out field which receives the 
contribution and assignment of a contribution place of the news of the purport 
which released information is included in said open setting-out input screen. 
When information is released on a server according to said content of a open 
setting-out input instrument setup The data administration support approach in 
the Hyper Media System according to claim 1 or 2 characterized by carrying out 
the automatic contribution of the news to that effect from said client side at the 
contribution place specified through said news contribution place setting-out field 
of said open setting-out input screen. 

[Claim 6] It is the data administration support approach in the Hyper Media 
System which can peruse the hypermedia document managed by the server side 
on a computer network from a client side. In order to make secret information 
already opened to the server side from a client side A secret setting-out input 
screen including the secret information setting-out field which receives 
assignment of the information set as the secret object is displayed. The data 
administration support approach in the Hyper Media System characterized by 
making secret information on the server specified through said secret information 
setting-out field of said secret setting-out input screen from said client side. 
[Claim 7] It is the data administration support approach in the Hyper Media 
System which can peruse the hypermedia document managed by the server side 



on a computer network from a client side. In order to make secret information 
already opened to the server side from a client side The secret information 
setting-out field which receives assignment of the information set as the secret 
object, And a secret setting-out input screen including the secret time setting-out 
field which receives assignment of secret time is displayed. The information on 
the server specified through said secret information setting-out field of said secret 
setting-out input screen The data administration support approach in the Hyper 
Media System characterized by making it secret from said client side in the time 
specified through said secret time setting-out field. 

[Claim 8] Secret [ which is depended on said secret setting-out input screen off/ 
lead permission / as the secret approach ], The secret approach selections which 
receive one by deletion of secret selection assignment are contained. The data 
administration support approach in the Hyper Media System according to claim 6 
or 7 characterized by performing by the secret approach that said secret 
approach selections by which selection assignment was carried out show the 
secret processing according to said content of a secret setting-out input 
instrument setup. 

[Claim 9] The data administration-support approach in the Hyper Media System 
according to claim 6 or 7 which carries out [ downloading the information at the 
download place of the client side specified through said download setting-out 
field, after including the download setting-out field which receives the 
informational download made secret and assignment of a download place in said 
secret setting-out input screen and making assignment information secret 
according to said content of a secret setting-out input instrument setup, and ] as 
the description. 

[Claim 10] The e-mail transmission place setting-outfield which receives 
transmission and assignment of a transmission place of mail of the purport which 
released information is included in said secret setting-out input screen. When 
assignment information is made secret according to said content of a secret 
setting-out input instrument setup The data administration support approach in 



the Hyper Media System according to claim 6 or 7 characterized by transmitting 
mail to that effect automatically from said client side at the transmission place 
specified through said e-mail transmission place setting-out field of said secret 
setting-out input screen. 

[Claim 11] The news contribution place setting-out field which receives the 
contribution and assignment of a contribution place of the news of the purport 
which released information is included in said secret setting-out input screen. 
When assignment information is made secret according to said content of a 
secret setting-out input instrument setup The data administration support 
approach in the Hyper Media System according to claim 6 or 7 characterized by 
carrying out the automatic contribution of the news to that effect from said client 
side at the contribution place specified through said news contribution place 
setting-out field of said secret setting-out input screen. 

[Claim 12] The secret advice page setup field which receives disclosure of the 
page which notifies the purport which made information secret to said secret 
setting-out input screen, and assignment of a hypermedia text file that the open 
page is made is included. When assignment information is made secret 
according to said content of a secret setting-out input instrument setup The data 
administration support approach in the Hyper Media System according to claim 6 
or 7 characterized by copying and opening the hypermedia text file specified 
through said secret advice page setup field to the directory on the server made 
secret [ said ]. 

[Claim 13] It is the data administration support approach in the Hyper Media 
System which can peruse the hypermedia document managed by the server side 
on a computer network from a client side. In order to download the information 
currently opened to the server side to a client side The download information 
setting-out field which receives assignment of the information set as the object of 
the download, And a download setting-out input screen including the download 
place setting-out field which receives assignment of a download place is 
displayed. The information by the side of the server specified through said 



download information setting-out field of said download setting-out input screen 
The data administration support approach in the Hyper Media System 
characterized by carrying out automatic download at the download place of the 
client side specified through said download place setting-out field. 
[Claim 14] It is the data administration support approach in the Hyper Media 
System which can peruse the hypermedia document managed by the server side 
on a computer network from a client side. In order to download the information 
currently opened to the server side to a client side The download information 
setting-out field which receives assignment of the information set as the object of 
the download, The download place setting-out field which receives assignment of 
a download place, And a download setting-out input screen including the 
download time setting-out field which receives assignment of the time of 
download or a period, and time of day is displayed. The information by the side of 
the server specified through said download information setting-out field of said 
download setting-out input screen At the time of day within the time specified 
through said download time setting-out field, or a period The data administration 
support approach in the Hyper Media System characterized by downloading 
automatically at the download place of the client side specified through said 
download place setting-out field. 



DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the data administration support 
approach in a suitable Hyper Media System to support employment (utilization) 
of the data (file which accompanies a hypermedia text file and the file concerned) 
represented by the information disclosure on a Hyper Media System, the 



information secret, etc. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] the specific window on the computer called a page in 
various components (media), such as a text, a graphic form, an image, an 
animation, and voice, from before arranging - another page from the 
component on a certain page - relating (linking) — the system treating the 
hypermedia document which enables reference to another hypermedia document 
by carrying out, and the so-called Hyper Media System are known. 
[0003] It is reference"HyperText as a Hyper Media System which treats such a 
hypermedia document conventionally. : There are some which were introduced 
to An Introduction and Survey" (IEEE Computer, 1985-9). Moreover, recent-years 
World-Wide Web (the Hyper Media System (hypermedia network system) 
treating the computer network and **** which are called reference "Mosaic 
andthe World-Wide Web" (IEEE Computer and 1994-10), and the hypermedia 
document of the large quantity which distributes and exists in many computers 
on each network is spreading.) 

[0004] In order to share data on above-mentioned World-Wide Web (WWW is 
called hereafter) generally, the hypermedia document treated by the system 
concerned needs to be described in the specific language called HyperText 
Markup Language (HTML is called hereafter). Furthermore, the file which 
accompanies the hypermedia document (an HTML file is called hereafter) and it 
which were described in this HTML needs to be placed on a certain specific 
directory on the server called a WWW server. As a file which accompanies an 
HTML file, there are a file (link place file) linked to the HTML file concerned and 
raw material files (embedding file), such as an image currently embedded at the 
HTML file concerned. Moreover, there are an HTML file and raw material files, 
such as an animation, an image, voice, and a text, as link place file. 
[0005] The DS (symbolic convention) of the above-mentioned etaTML file 
embedded the specific tag (mark) at text data, for example, expresses an image, 
a link place, etc. which are a graphic size or you want to display with the specific 



tag, respectively. There are <HEAD> besides <HTML> and </HTML> which 
show beginning and the end of an HTML file, </HEAD>, <TITLE>, </TITLE>, 
<BODY>, </BODY>, etc. in this tag. Here, "HTML", "HEAD", etc. are tag names. 
[0006] The HTML file consists of a header unit (header element section) and a 
body part (body element section), <HEAD> and </HEAD> show beginning and 
the end of a header unit, and <BODY> and </BODY> show beginning and the 
end of a body part. 

[0007] A header unit is a part which describes the <TITLE> element treated as a 
title, when it displays by the client (WWW client) side (access), and a body part is 
a part which describes the part used as the text displayed by the client side. The 
link place file designation information that an HTML file and the files (another 
HTML file, image file, etc.) linked (it can refer to from an HTML file) are specified 
as this body part, and the embedding file designation information that the file 
(here image file) embedded at an HTML file is specified are described. 
[0008] The tag (Anchor) <A> is used for link place file designation information, 
and it is <A. It is described like HREF="URL">xxxx </A>. 

[0009] On the other hand, the tag <IMG> is used for embedding file designation 
information, and it is <IMG. It is described like solvent-refined-coal="URL">. 
[0010] Here, "URL" (Uniform Resource Locater) is the information indicating a 
link place file or an embedding file (embedding image file), and contains the host 
name which specifies the machine which manages the file concerned, and the 
pathname (file pathname) which shows the data location on the machine. 
Moreover, the description part (element) "xxxx" inserted by <A> and </A> 
expresses the carbon button used as the link to the file specified by "URL." 
[0011] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] Thus, an environment for HTML to 
describe a hypermedia document (text) in recent years and the environment 
which peruses released information (browse) are gradually ready. Under these 
circumstances, there are some problems about the data (file which accompanies 
etaTML file and it) employment between the server in WWW, and a client 



(utilization). Hereafter, this is described. 

[0012] First, there is the following as the above-mentioned data employment. 
[0013] a) The disclosure which opens information to a server from a client is 
placing etaTML file and the file incidental to it on a server, and turning ON lead 
permission. 

[0014] b) Secret [ which makes secret information currently opened to the 
server ] is changing etaTML file already exhibited into the condition which cannot 
be accessed, for example, it can realize by turning OFF lead permission. 
[0015] c) The download which downloads to a client the information currently 
opened to the server is copying the raw material file incidental to etaTML file 
currently opened to the server, or it etc. to the storage of a client. 
[0016] Conventionally, each of these activities was done manually and the 
activity transmitted to the directory of a certain machine on a network according 
to FTP (File Transfer Protocol) and the activity which rewrites permission needed 
to be done independently. For this reason, when treating the data of a large 
quantity simultaneously, when carrying out by deciding on time amount, it had 
become the activity which time and effort requires dramatically. 
[0017] Moreover, since the activity of releasing information (updating) or making 
it secret was made comparatively frequently, the person using such public 
information needed to access required information for every ******, and it needed 
to confirm whether there is any modification or some new information is still 
released. 

[0018] Moreover, when migration of a open file and activities, such as deletion 
and secret, were made, there was no file, and since it was not able to judge 
[ whether it deleted whether the information on target was moved, and whether it 
became secret and ], the key of access might not no longer be acquired after that 
by the former access place. 

[0019] This invention was made in consideration of the above-mentioned 
situation, and the object is in offering the data administration support approach in 
the Hyper Media System which can do automatically a series of activities which 



open information to a server side from a client side. 

[0020] Other objects of this invention have disclosure of the information which the 
user specified in offering the data administration support approach in the Hyper 
Media System which can be carried out to the time which a user desires. 
[0021] The object of further others of this invention is to offer the data 
administration support approach in the Hyper Media System which the light 
permission setting at the time of information disclosure can perform according to 
setting-out actuation of the user who lets a screen pass. 
[0022] The object of further others of this invention transmits mail to that effect 
automatically at the transmission place specified by a user after information 
disclosure, or is at the contribution place specified by [ news to that effect ] a user 
to offer the data administration support approach in the Hyper Media System 
which can carry out automatic contribution. 

[0023] The object of further others of this invention is to offer the data 
administration support approach in the Hyper Media System which can do 
automatically a series of activities which make secret information already 
released by the server side from a client side. 

[0024] The object of further others of this invention has the activity which makes 
secret information which the user specified in offering the data administration 
support approach in the Hyper Media System which can be carried out to the 
time which a user desires. 

[0025] The object of further others of this invention is to offer the data 
administration support approach in the Hyper Media System which the approach 
for making secret information which the user specified can choose according to 
setting-out actuation of the user who lets a screen pass. 
[0026] The object of further others of this invention is to offer the data 
administration support approach in the Hyper Media System which can download 
the information made secret to a client side. 

[0027] The object of further others of this invention is automatically transmitted at 
the transmission place specified by [ mail to that effect ] a user after information 



secret, or is at the contribution place specified by [ news to that effect ] a user to 
offer the data administration support approach in the Hyper Media System which 
can carry out automatic contribution. 

[0028] When the object of further others of this invention makes information 
secret, it is to offer the data administration support approach in the Hyper Media 
System by which the information can open automatically the hypermedia text file 
which makes the page which notifies that to the directory on the server made 
secret. 

[0029] The object of further others of this invention is to offer the data 
administration support approach in the Hyper Media System which can download 
the information currently opened to the server to a client side at the time of day 
within the time which a user desires, or a period. 
[0030] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The data administration support approach in the 
Hyper Media System concerning the 1st viewpoint of this invention In order to 
open information to a server side from a client side, a open setting-out input 
screen including the public information setting-out field and the disclosure place 
setting-out field is displayed. It is characterized by transmitting and copying 
automatically the information set as the object of the disclosure specified through 
the public information setting-out field of this open setting-out input screen from a 
client side, and presenting disclosure with it at the disclosure place on the server 
specified through the above-mentioned disclosure place setting-out field. 
[0031] It is good for information disclosure to be made to be carried out to the 
time which added the open time setting-out field which receives assignment of 
open time to the above-mentioned open setting-out input screen, and was 
specified as it through this open time setting-out field here. 
[0032] Moreover, the light permission setting-out field which receives condition 
setting out of light permission is added to the above-mentioned open setting-out 
input screen, and it is good for the condition of having received the light 
permission of the information through the light permission setting-out field 



concerned at the time of disclosure of assignment information for setting-out 
****** to be made to be carried out from a client side. 

[0033] Furthermore, the e-mail transmission place setting-out field which receives 
transmission and assignment of a transmission place of mail of the purport which 
opened information to the above-mentioned open setting-out input screen is 
added, and it is good at the time of information disclosure to make it 
automatically transmitted from a client side by the transmission place as which 
mail to that effect was specified through the e-mail transmission place setting-out 
field concerned. Similarly, the news contribution place setting-out field which 
receives the contribution and assignment of a contribution place of the news of 
the purport which opened information to the above-mentioned open setting-out 
input screen is added, and it is good at the time of information disclosure for 
automatic contribution to be made to be carried out at the contribution place 
(newsgroup) as which news to that effect were specified through the news 
contribution place setting-out field concerned from a client side. 
[0034] In the data administration support approach in the Hyper Media System 
concerning the 1st viewpoint of the above, a series of activities which open 
information to a server side from a client side can be done automatically. 
[0035] The information specified by a user comes to be automatically opened to 
the appointed time from a client side by enabling it to specify open time on a 
open setting-out input screen especially. 

[0036] Moreover, it becomes possible by enabling it to specify the light 
permission setting condition after information disclosure on a open setting-out 
input screen to change the automatic setting of the light permission into the 
condition of assignment after disclosure. 

[0037] Moreover, what is necessary is that a user just comes to carry out server 
access actually to the timing since it becomes possible to transmit the purport 
which released the information after informational disclosure (updating) by e-mail, 
or to carry as news by enabling it to specify the e-mail transmission or the news 
contribution after disclosure on a open setting-out input screen. 



[0038] In order to make secret information already opened to the server side from 
a client side, the data administration support approach in the Hyper Media 
System concerning the 2nd viewpoint of this invention displays a secret setting- 
out input screen including the secret information setting-out field, and is 
characterized by making secret information on the server specified through this 
secret information setting-out field from a client side. 

[0039] It is good for the assignment information on a server to be made to be 
made the time which added the secret time setting-out field which receives 
assignment of secret time to the above-mentioned secret setting-out input screen, 
and was specified as it through this secret time setting-out field here secret. 
[0040] Moreover, it is good for assignment information to be made to be made 
secret by the secret approach by which selection assignment was carried out on 
the screen because it can be made to carry out on a open setting-out input 
screen selection assignment of the secret approach. I hope that it can be made 
to carry out selection assignment of secret [ of lead permission / which is 
depended off ], and secret either by deletion as this secret approach. 
[0041] Moreover, when the download setting-out field which receives the 
informational download made secret and assignment of a download place is 
added to the above-mentioned secret setting-out input screen and assignment 
information is made it secret, making it download automatically has the 
information good for the appointed directory of a client side used as secret [ the ]. 
[0042] Moreover, the e-mail transmission place setting-out field which receives 
transmission and assignment of a transmission place of mail of the purport which 
made information secret at the above-mentioned secret setting-out input screen 
is added, and it is good at the time of information secret to make it automatically 
transmitted from a client side by the transmission place as which mail to that 
effect was specified through the e-mail transmission place setting-out field 
concerned. Similarly, the news contribution place setting-out field which receives 
the contribution and assignment of a contribution place of the news of the purport 
which made information secret is added to the above-mentioned secret setting- 



out input screen, and it is good at the time of information secret for automatic 
contribution to be made to be carried out at the contribution place (newsgroup) 
as which news to that effect were specified through the news contribution place 
setting-out field concerned from a client side. 

[0043] Furthermore, the secret advice page setup field which receives disclosure 
of the page which notifies the purport which made information secret to the 
above-mentioned secret setting-out input screen, and assignment of a 
hypermedia text file that the open page is made is added. When assignment 
information is made secret, it is good to copy and open the hypermedia text file 
which tells what the information is made secret for (or migration is made) to the 
directory on the server made secret. 

[0044] In the data administration support approach in the Hyper Media System 
concerning the 2nd viewpoint of the above, a series of activities which make 
secret information specified by [ which is exhibited on the server ] a user can be 
done automatically. 

[0045] A user's information currently released on the server comes to be 
automatically made into the appointed time from a client side secret by enabling 
it to specify secret time on a secret setting-out input screen especially. 
[0046] Moreover, it becomes possible to make secret information specified by 
[ which is exhibited on the server ] a user by the secret approach which a user 
desires because it can be made to carry out on a secret setting-out input screen 
selection assignment of the secret approach. 

[0047] Moreover, by the informational download made secret enabling it to 
specify on a secret setting-out input screen, when assignment information is 
made secret, it becomes possible to download the information used as secret 
[ the ] to the appointed directory of a client side. For this reason, the file which it 
is going to edit can be automatically downloaded by specifying download on a 
secret setting-out input screen to add edit after secret, for example to a open file. 
[0048] Moreover, by enabling it to specify the e-mail transmission or the news 
contribution after secret on a secret setting-out input screen, since it becomes 



possible to transmit the purport which made the information secret by e-mail after 
secret [ informational ], or to carry as news, a user can prevent the futility which 
goes that to not knowing to access. 

[0049] By moreover, the thing for which it enables it to specify the hypermedia 
text file which makes disclosure and the open page of the page which notifies the 
purport which made information secret on the secret setting-out input screen It 
becomes possible to carry out automatic disclosure of the page of the purport 
which made the information secret after secret [ of assignment information ] to 
the directory on which the assignment information on the server made secret was 
put. When a user says that at access to not knowing, the data administration 
support approach in the Hyper Media System concerning the 3rd viewpoint of 
this invention that future keys can be acquired In order to download the 
information currently opened to the server side to a client side A download 
setting-out input screen including the download information setting-out field and 
the download place setting-out field is displayed. It is characterized by 
downloading automatically the information by the side of the server specified 
through the download information setting-out field of this download setting-out 
input screen at the download place of the client side specified through the 
download place setting-out field. 

[0050] It is good for download to be made to be performed at the time of day 
within the time which added the download time setting-out field which receives 
assignment of the time of download or a period, and time of day to the above- 
mentioned download setting-out input screen, and was specified as it through 
this download time setting-out field here, or a period. 

[0051] In the data administration support approach in the Hyper Media System 
concerning the 3rd viewpoint of the above, it becomes possible to download the 
information specified by [ which is exhibited on the server ] a user to the 
appointed location, and thereby more efficient information gathering can be 
aimed at. Information required for the time which a user desires, or the time of 
day (or time of day of the day of the week which a user desires) which the user 



within the period which a user desires desires is downloadable by enabling it to 
specify download time or a period, and time of day on a download setting-out 
input screen especially. 

[0052] In addition, it is good also as a configuration with the selectable approach 
of the request from at least two of the data administration support approaches in 
the Hyper Media System concerning the above 1st thru/or the 3rd viewpoint. For 
that purpose, the menu screen which has at least two of "disclosure", secret 
[ "secret" ], and "downloads", for example as a menu item is displayed, and from 
the menu screen, the item of arbitration is selectable and should just make. 
[0053] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, with reference to a drawing, it explains 
per gestalt of operation of this invention. 

[0054] Drawing 1 is system configuration drawing of the Hyper Media System 
concerning one example of this invention. In this system, the various files which 
accompany an HTML file (hypermedia document described in HTML) and it shall 
be treated. 

[0055] In this drawing, the server computer by which 10 realizes the server 
(WWW server) of WWW, and 20 are client computers. 

[0056] The server calculating machine 10 is equipped with the storage 12 which 
stores the body 1 1 of a server calculating machine which performs management 
of data, communications processing, etc., and data. 

[0057] On the other hand, the client calculating machine 20 is equipped with the 
body 21 of a client calculating machine which performs management of data, 
communications processing, etc., an indicating equipment 22, the input device 25 
realized with a keyboard 23 and the mouse 24 as a pointing device, and the 
storage 26 which stores data. 

[0058] The bodies 1 1 and 21 of a computer are realized by the central 
processing unit (CPU) etc. Moreover, an indicating equipment 22 is realized by 
flat-panel displays, such as a CRT display or a liquid crystal display, and stores 
12 and 25 are realized by mass external storage, such as a magnetic disk drive. 



[0059] The server computer 10 and the client computer 20 interconnect by the 
network (communication line) 30, and can transmit now and receive data through 
the network 30 concerned. 

[0060] The server calculating machine 10 stores the data received from the client 
calculating machine 20 in storage 12, or transmits data through a network 30 
according to the demand from the client calculating machine 20, and an 
instruction. The function of a WWW server or a mail server is given to this server 
calculating machine 10. Here, WWW server ability is a function to transmit the 
data which stored the data sent through a network from the client (here client 
calculating machine 20) at the time of reception, and were demanded according 
to the Request to Send from a client at the time of transmission to a KURAIAN 
side from storage 26. Moreover, mail server ability is a function to transmit the 
mail received from the client for every destination. 

[0061] Drawing 2 is the block diagram showing the configuration of the client 
calculating machine 20 in drawing 1 focusing on the internal configuration of the 
body 21 of a client calculating machine. 

[0062] As shown in drawing 2 , the body 21 of a client computer which makes the 
core of the client computer 20 has each functional element of the display 
Management Department 211, the input Management Department 212, the 
processing section 213, the network administration section 214, and the 
hypermedia documentation-management section 215. 

[0063] The display Management Department 21 1 performs the display of a data 
input (as opposed to indicating equipment 22) screen (data input dialog), and the 
screen display of the input day evening from an input device 25. The display 
Management Department 21 1 also performs the screen display of the data from 
the processing section 203 again. 

[0064] The input Management Department 212 performs structuring processing 
which matches the input data and information on an input screen to the input 
data from an input device 25, and sends the structured data (structure) to the 
processing section 213. The input Management Department 212 tells the input of 



the tab-control-specification information from an input unit 25 etc. to the display 
Management Department 211 and the processing section 213 again. 
[0065] The processing section 213 adds processing to media files, such as voice 
which accompanies a hypermedia document and it, an animation, a still picture, 
and a text, according to the data received from the input Management 
Department 212. 

[0066] The network administration section 214 processes transmission and 
reception of the data through a network 30. 

[0067] The hypermedia documentation-management section 215 performs I/O 

and management of the stored data (local stored data) of a store 26. 

[0068] Next, the actuation in this operation gestalt is explained. 

[0069] First, the display Management Department 211 displays the system menu 

300 as shown in drawing 3 on a display 22. This menu 300 has each menu item 

of "open" 301 , "secret" 302, and "download" 303. 

[0070] A user does selection actuation of the menu item of either "open" 301, 
"secret" 302 and "download" 303 on a system menu 300 using the mouse 24 of 
an input unit 25. 

[0071] The input data (tab-control-specification data) from the input device 25 
(inner mouse 24) accompanying this menu item selection actuation is sent to the 
input Management Department 212 in an information processor 21. The input 
Management Department 212 will hand it to the display Management 
Department 21 1 and the processing section 213, if the input data for this menu 
selection (location data) is received. 

[0072] The display Management Department 21 1 judges whether selection 
assignment of which menu item on the system menu 300 current on display was 
carried out according to the input data for the menu selection passed from the 
input Management Department 212 (location data), and displays the setting-out 
dialog corresponding to the menu item by which selection assignment was 
carried out on a display 22. 

[0073] Hereafter, sequential explanation is given about each of processing (it 



processes at the time of open selection) when (1) menu-item "disclosure" 301 
are chosen, processing (it processes at the time of secret selection) when (2) 
menu-item "secret" 302 are chosen, and processing (it processes at the time of 
download selection) when (3) menu-item "download" 303 are chosen. 
[0074] (1) the time of open selection -- **** - explain first the case where menu 
item "disclosure" 301 are chosen, with reference to the flow chart of drawing 4 . 
[0075] The display Management Department 21 1 displays the open setting-out 
dialog 500 as shows data required for open processing of a file to drawing 5 for 
carrying out a setting-out input by the user on a display 22, when menu item 
"disclosure" 301 are chosen from a system menu 300 (step 401). 
[0076] The disclosure place setting-out field 502 for carrying out input setting out 
in the open file setting-out field 501 for carrying out input setting out of the 
information indicating the file made into a open object and the disclosure place 
which shows whether a designated file is exhibited on the directory of which 
machine (server) throat is established in this open setting-out dialog 500. Here, 
the file name of an object file (HTML file) or the directory (shown information) of 
the local store 26 on which object files (file which accompanies an HTML file and 
the file concerned) are put is applicable as information indicating the file made 
into the object of the disclosure which can be set as the open file setting-out field 
501. 

[0077] The open time setting-out field 505 for setting up the setting-out time 
disclosure carbon button 504 and the open time for carrying out selection 
assignment of the disclosure in the instant disclosure carbon button 503 for 
carrying out selection assignment of the instant disclosure of a open object file 
(designated file) and setting-out time again is established in the open setting-out 
dialog 500. Here, instancy, the open carbon button 503 is set as the condition of 
not choosing, in an initial display condition, and only when the setting-out time 
disclosure carbon button 504 is set as a selection condition and the setting-out 
time disclosure carbon button 504 is chosen, the setting-out input of the open 
time to the open time setting-out field 505 of it is attained. In addition, whenever it 



makes one carbon button substitute for the open carbon button 503 and the 
setting-out time disclosure carbon button 504 instancy and is chosen once, it is 
also possible to make it change to a open selection condition and a setting-out 
time disclosure selection condition by turns instancy. 

[0078] Are used for specifying the processing after disclosure in the open setting- 
out dialog 500 further, with the write-in good assignment carbon button 506 for 
carrying out selection assignment of the two carbon buttons (from — becoming 
light permission setting-out field), i.e., write-in C, for specifying the treatment of 
the light permission to a designated file A open (updating) purport is carried out 
as news after the e-mail transmission place setting-out field 508 for carrying out 
input setting out of the assignment carbon button 507 improper [ write-in ] for 
carrying out selection assignment of the write-in failure, and the e-mail 
transmission place for transmitting a open (updating) purport by e-mail after 
disclosure further, and disclosure. The news contribution place setting-out field 
509 for carrying out input setting out of the news contribution place for carrying is 
formed. Here, the write-in good assignment carbon button 506 is set as the 
condition of not choosing, in an initial display condition, and the assignment 
carbon button 507 improper [ write-in ] is set as a selection condition. In addition, 
it is also possible to write in with the write-in good assignment carbon button 506, 
to make one carbon button substitute for the improper assignment carbon button 
507, to write in, whenever it is chosen once, and to make it change to a good 
selection condition and a selection condition improper [ write-in ] by turns. 
[0079] The "Cancel" carbon button 51 1 for directing the "O.K." carbon button 510 
for directing the completion of setting out and a reset further is also formed in the 
open setting-out dialog 500. 

[0080] A user sets either the open carbon button 503 or the setting-out time 
disclosure carbon button 504 as a selection condition instancy while he operates 
an input unit 25 and does input setting out of the information required for the 
open file setting-out field 501 on the open setting-out dialog 500, and the 
disclosure place setting-out field 502. Here, when the file (open object AIRU) 



specified in the open file setting-out field 501 is placed on the server (server 
computer 10) and has become secret (lead permission OFF), assignment of the 
disclosure place by the disclosure place setting-out field 502 is omitted. 
[0081] Moreover, a user sets the open time of the file specified by self as the 
open time setting-out field 505, when the setting-out time disclosure carbon 
button 504 is chosen. 

[0082] Moreover, if a user is required while setting either the assignment carbon 
button 506 improper [ write-in ] or the assignment carbon button 507 improper 
[ write-in ] as a selection condition, he will do input setting out of the information 
required for the e-mail transmission place setting-out field 508 and the news 
contribution place setting-out field 509. 

[0083] And if a user is able to set up a request on the open setting-out dialog 500, 
he will choose the "O.K." carbon button 510. 

[0084] The input Management Department 212 will judge the completion of 
setting out (setting out O.K.), if the "O.K." carbon button 510 is chosen (step 402). 
Each input setting-out data on the open setting-out dialog 500, Structuring 
processing which matches the attribute information which shows what kind of 
thing the setting-out data is is performed, and while storing in the memory which 
does not illustrate the structured data (structure) which it is as a result of the 
structuring processing, the pointer to the structured data is passed to the 
processing section 213 (step 403). 

[0085] The processing section 213 has the function to manage a day of the week 
(calender information) and time of day (namely, time) in a current date list. 
Moreover, the processing section 213 had the tables (storage means) 213a, 
213b, and 213c as shown in drawing 6 , made the pair time and the pointer to 
structured data (structure), and has managed them. It is used for table 213a 
managing the setting-out data on the open setting-out dialog 500 shown in 
drawing 5 , is used for table 213b managing the setting-out data on the secret 
setting-out dialog 800 (referring to drawing 8 ) mentioned later, and is used for 
table 213c managing the setting-out data on the download setting-out dialog B0 



(referring to drawing 11 ) mentioned later. In addition, it is also possible to 
replace with Tables 213a-213c, and to manage one table by adding the flag 
information (identification information) which shows whether the structured data 
is which setting-out data of "disclosure", secret [ "secret" ], and "download" to the 
pair of the pointer to time and structured data (structure). 

[0086] The processing section 213 registers the pair of the pointer to the setting- 
out time and structured data concerned into table 213a, when it confirms whether 
disclosure is specified instancy with reference to the structured data concerned 
which the pointer points out (step 404) and disclosure is not specified instancy 
(i.e., when "open" time setting out is made), if the pointer from the input 
Management Department 212 to structured data is passed (step 405). 
[0087] Then, the processing section 213 refers to table 213a for example, in the 
unit of a part. When one of the current time which self has managed, and the 
setting-out time registered into table 213a matches (coincidence), (Step 406), 
The content (setting-out data on the open setting-out dialog 500) of the 
structured data which the pointer which makes the setting-out time and pair 
which matched, and is registered into table 213a points out is followed. The 
processing for exhibiting the file specified in the open file setting-out field 501 on 
the open setting-out dialog 500 is started (step 407). 

[0088] namely, when the disclosure place of the file (open file) set as the open 
object (the above-mentioned structured data) is specified (things are shown) (in 
disclosure place setting-out field 502), the processing section 213 The open file 
is transmitted, the server calculating machine 10, for example, the server 
calculating machine, of the disclosure place as which it was specified on the 
network 30 by the network administration section 214 from the store 26 using 
FTP. It is made to copy to the appointed directory by the side of the server 
calculating machine 10 concerned, and lead permission is made to turn on. 
[0089] When the HTML file is specified in the disclosure place setting-out field 
502, in addition to the HTML file, all the files (a link place file and embedding file) 
that accompany it are transmitted to the desired server calculating machine 10, 



and it is made to copy to the bottom of the appointed directory here. Moreover, 
when the directory is used for the open file designation in the disclosure place 
setting-out field 502, all the files containing the subdirectory under the appointed 
directory are transmitted to the desired server calculating machine 10, and it is 
made to copy to the bottom of the appointed directory. 

[0090] Moreover, when the directory of a disclosure place does not exist on the 
occasion of the above-mentioned copy, the processing section 213 lets the 
screen of an indicating equipment 22 pass by the display Management 
Department 21 1, makes a user check whether the disclosure place directory is 
created newly, and if required, it will be created. 

[0091] Moreover, in case the above-mentioned copy is performed, the processing 
section 213 investigates whether the file with the same identifier has already 
existed, and when it exists, it displays on a display 22 the dialog which asks 
whether you may overwrite or not by the display Management Department 21 1 . 
Moreover, the directory of a disclosure place (copy place) writes in the 
processing section 213, and also when improper, it makes a dialog take out by 
the display Management Department 21 1 , and it warns a user of it. 
[0092] On the other hand, since the open file specified in the disclosure place 
setting-out field 502 exists in the state of secret on a server, when the disclosure 
place is not specified (in disclosure place setting-out field 502), the processing 
section 213 exhibits the file concerned by turning ON lead permission of the file 
concerned on a server, without performing a open file transfer. However, warning 
is taken out when the appointed open file does not exist on a server. 
[0093] Moreover, the processing section 213 makes the server computer 10 
perform a light permission setting in the above-mentioned open processing (step 
407) according to the condition of the assignment carbon button 506 improper 
[ write-in ] on the open (shown by the above-mentioned structured data) setting- 
out dialog 500, and the assignment carbon button 507 improper [ write-in ]. 
However, when the user to whom modification of the light permission in the 
server computer 10 corresponds is not allowed, the demand of light permission 



setting out from the processing section 213 (client computer 20) is disregarded 
by the server computer 10. 

[0094] Moreover, the processing section 213 starts (step 404) and open 
processing of the designated file which skipped step 405,406 as it was, 
progressed to step 407, and was promptly described above, when disclosure is 
specified instancy. 

[0095] When the e-mail transmission place (mail address) is set up in the e-mail 
transmission place setting-out field 508 (things are shown) (the above-mentioned 
structured data), it makes mail of the purport which opened the designated file to 
(step 408) and its e-mail transmission place set up transmit by the network 
administration section 214, after the processing section 213 ends open 
processing of step 407 (step 409). Moreover, the processing section 213 makes 
the news of the purport which opened the designated file to (step 410) and its 
news contribution place (notice plate) set up contribute by the network 
administration section 214, when the news contribution place (newsgroup) is set 
up in the news contribution place setting-out field 509 (things are shown) (the 
above-mentioned structured data) (step 411). 

[0096] (2) Explain the case where menu item "secret" 302 are chosen from 
processing, next a system menu 300 at the time of secret selection, with 
reference to the flow chart of drawing 7 . 

[0097] The display Management Department 211 displays the secret setting-out 
dialog 800 as shows data required for secret processing (procedure which makes 
secret what is already exhibited) of a file to drawing 8 for carrying out a setting- 
out input by the user on a display 22, when menu item "secret" 302 are chosen 
from a system menu 300 (step 701). 

[0098] The secret file setting-out field 801 for carrying out input setting out of the 
information indicating the file (secret file) made into a secret object is established 
in this secret setting-out dialog 800. As information indicating the secret object 
file which can be set as this secret file setting-out field 801 , the file name of that 
object file (for example, HTML file) or the directory on the server on which the 



object file is put (shown information) is applicable. 

[0099] The setting-out time secret carbon button 803 for carrying out selection 
assignment of secret [ in the instant secret carbon button 802 for carrying out 
selection assignment of the instant secret one of a secret object file and setting- 
out time ] again and the secret time setting-out field 804 are established in the 
secret setting-out dialog 800. Here, instancy, the secret carbon button 802 is set 
as the condition of not choosing, in an initial display condition, and only when the 
setting-out time secret carbon button 803 is set as a selection condition and the 
setting-out time secret carbon button 803 is chosen, the setting-out input of the 
secret time to the secret time setting-out field 804 of it is attained. In addition, 
whenever it makes one carbon button substitute for the secret carbon button 802 
and the setting-out time secret carbon button 803 instancy and is chosen once, it 
is also possible to make it change to a secret selection condition and a setting- 
out time secret selection condition by turns instancy. 

[0100] The news contribution place setting-out field 806 for carrying out input 
setting out in the news contribution place for carrying a secret purport as news is 
further formed at the secret setting-out dialog 800 after the e-mail transmission 
place setting-out field 805 for carrying out input setting out of the e-mail 
transmission place for transmitting a secret purport by e-mail behind the field 
used for specifying the processing after secret, i.e., secret, and secret. 
[0101] The "Cancel" carbon button 809 for directing the "O.K." carbon button 808 
for directing the selection carbon button (the secret approach detail setup key) 
807 for performing detail setting out about the secret approach and the 
completion of setting out further and a reset is also formed in the secret setting- 
out dialog 800. 

[0102] A user sets either the secret carbon button 802 or the setting-out time 
secret carbon button 803 as a selection condition instancy while he operates an 
input unit 25 and does input setting out of the information required for the secret 
file setting-out field 801 on the secret setting-out dialog 800. Moreover, a user 
sets the secret time of the secret file specified by self as the secret time setting- 



out field 804, when the setting-out time secret carbon button 803 is chosen. 
Moreover, if a user has the need, he will do input setting out of the information 
required for the e-mail transmission place setting-out field 805 and the news 
contribution place setting-out field 806. 

[0103] Furthermore, if a user is required, in order to set up the secret approach, 
he will choose the secret approach detail setup key 807. 

[0104] The display Management Department 211 will display the secret approach 
detail setting-out dialog 900 as shown in drawing 9 on a display 22, if the secret 
approach detail setup key 807 on the secret setting-out dialog 800 is chosen 
(step 702) (step 703). 

[0105] The deletion carbon button 902 for specifying deletion of the designated 
file or directory which already exists is formed at this secret approach detail 
setting-out dialog 900 on the lead permission-off carbon button 901 for specifying 
OFF of lead permission to the appointed secret object file (secret file) or 
appointed secret directory which already exists on a server, and the server. Here, 
the lead permission-off carbon button 901 is set as a selection condition in an 
initial display condition, and the deletion carbon button 902 is set as the condition 
of not choosing. In addition, whenever it makes one carbon button substitute for 
the lead permission-off carbon button 901 and the deletion carbon button 902 
and is chosen once, it is also possible to make it change to the secret approach 
selection condition by the lead permission OFF, a designated file, or the secret 
approach selection condition by deletion of a directory by turns. 
[0106] The download place setting-out field 904 for carrying out input setting out 
of the download carbon button (check box) 903 which specifies downloading the 
file used as secret again, and its download place is established in the secret 
approach detail setting-out dialog 900. 

[0107] In the secret approach detail setting-out dialog 900, further after secret 
Exhibiting the page (secret advice page) which notifies the purport made secret 
[ which is realized by the HTML file ] as the secret advice page disclosure carbon 
button (check box) 905 for specifying, and its secret advice page The HTML file 



which the default page assignment carbon button 906 for carrying out selection 
assignment of using the default HTML file (a page being made) currently 
beforehand prepared by the system and a user desire is made into a secret 
advice page. The file designation field 908 for specifying the file designation 
carbon button 907 for carrying out selection assignment of using it and the HTML 
file which the user desires is formed. Here, the default page assignment carbon 
button 906 is set as a selection condition in an initial display condition, and only 
when the file designation carbon button 907 is set as the condition of not 
choosing and the file designation carbon button 907 is chosen, setting-out inputs 
of it, such as a file name to the file designation field 908, are attained. In addition, 
whenever it makes one carbon button substitute for the default page assignment 
carbon button 906 and the file designation carbon button 907 and is chosen once, 
it is also possible to make it change to a default secret advice page selection 
condition and the secret advice page selection condition specified by a user by 
turns. 

[0108] If a user chooses the secret approach detail setup key 807 and the secret 
approach detail setting-out dialog 900 is displayed, he will operate an input unit 
25 and will perform detail setting out about the secret approach on the dialog 900 
concerned. In addition, when the secret approach detail setup key 807 is not 
chosen, the content of setting out about the secret approach is equivalent to the 
case (secret assignment by the lead permission OFF) where the lead 
permission-off carbon button 901 is chosen, and download of the file used as 
secret and disclosure of a secret advice page cannot be specified. 
[0109] On the secret setting-out dialog 800, if a user is able to set up a request 
on the secret approach detail setting-out dialog 900 further, he will choose the 
"O.K." carbon button 808 on the secret setting-out dialog 800. 
[0110] The input Management Department 212 will judge the completion of 
setting out (setting out O.K.), if the "O.K." carbon button 808 is chosen (step 704). 
Each input setting-out data on the secret setting-out dialog 800, and also each 
input setting-out data on the secret approach detail setting-out dialog 900, 



Structuring processing which matches the attribute information which shows what 
kind of thing the setting-out data is is performed, and while storing in the memory 
which does not illustrate the structured data (structure) which it is as a result of 
the structuring processing, the pointer to the structured data is passed to the 
processing section 213 (step 705). 

[01 11] The processing section 213 registers the pair of the pointer to the setting- 
out time and structured data concerned into table 213b, when it confirms whether 
secret is specified instancy with reference to the structured data concerned which 
the pointer points out (step 706) and secret is not specified instancy (i.e., when 
"secret" time setting out is made), if the pointer from the input Management 
Department 212 to structured data is passed (step 7707). 

[0112] Then, the processing section 213 refers to table 213b for example, in the 
unit of a part. When one of the current time which self has managed, and the 
setting-out time registered into table 213b matches (coincidence), (Step 708), 
The content (secret setting-out dialog 800, further setting-out data on the secret 
approach detail setting-out dialog 900) of the structured data which the pointer 
which makes the setting-out time and pair which matched, and is registered into 
table 213b points out is followed. The processing for making secret the file 
specified in the secret file setting-out field 801 on the secret setting-out dialog 
800 is started. 

[0113] That is, the processing section 213 makes secret the specified secret 
object file (secret file) by the approach specified (on the secret approach detail 
setting-out dialog 900). Here, when the HTML file is specified as a secret file in 
the secret file setting-out field 801, it is made secret by the approach by which all 
the files that accompany the HTML file and it were specified. Moreover, when the 
directory is used for the secret file designation in the secret file setting-out field 
801 , it is made secret by the approach by which all the files containing the 
subdirectory under the directory were specified. 

[01 14] For example, when the lead permission-off carbon button 901 is chosen, 
the processing section 213 is making lead permission turn off by the network 



administration section 214 to the designated file or directory which is already on 
a server, and makes secret the designated file concerned or all the files 
containing the subdirectory under the appointed directory (step 709). 
[01 15] On the other hand, when the deletion carbon button 902 is chosen, the 
processing section 213 makes secret all the files that are deleting the designated 
file or directory which is already on a server, and contain the subdirectory under 
the designated file concerned or the appointed directory by the network 
administration section 214 (step 710). 

[0116] The processing section 213 starts (step 706) and the secret processing 
which skipped step 707,708 as it was, progressed to steps 709 or 710, and was 
promptly described above again, when secret is specified instancy. 
[01 17] If secret processing of steps 709 or 710 is performed, the processing 
section 213 It investigates whether downloading the file used as whether the 
download carbon button 903 is chosen and secret is specified (step 71 1). When 
download is specified, the file made secret is made to transmit from the server 
computer 10 by the network administration section 214, and it copies to the 
directory of a local (store 26) specified in the download place setting-out field 904 
(step 712). 

[0118] Next, the processing section 213 [ whether the secret advice page 
disclosure carbon button 905 is chosen and ] namely, when it investigates after 
secret whether exhibiting a secret advice page is specified (step 713) and 
disclosure of a secret advice page is specified Automatic disclosure of the HTML 
file which tells the purport made secret (a secret advice page is made) is carried 
out by the network administration section 214 by transmitting to the directory in 
the server calculating machine 10 previously made secret (step 714). When the 
default HTML file (default page) currently beforehand prepared by the system 
when the default page assignment carbon button 906 is chosen is used and the 
file designation carbon button 907 is chosen, the HTML file done by the user 
using the file designation field 908 is used for this HTML file. 
[01 19] Next, the processing section 213 makes mail of the purport which made 



the designated file secret transmit to (step 715) and its e-mail transmission place 
set up by the network administration section 214, when the e-mail transmission 
place is set up in the e-mail transmission place setting-out field 805 (step 716). 
Moreover, the processing section 213 makes the news of the purport which 
made the designated file secret contribute to (step 717) and its news contribution 
place set up by the network administration section 214, when the news 
contribution place is set up in the news contribution place setting-out field 806 
(things are shown) (step 718). 

[0120] (3) Explain the case where menu item "download" 303 are chosen from 
processing, next a system menu 300 at the time of download selection, with 
reference to the flow chart of drawing 10 . 

[0121] The display Management Department 21 1 displays the download setting- 
out dialog B0 as shows data required for download processing of a file to drawing 
11 for carrying out a setting-out input by the user on a display 22, when menu 
item "download" 303 are chosen from a system menu 300 (step A1). 
[0122] Download place setting-out field B-2 for carrying out input setting out in 
the download file setting-out field B1 for carrying out input setting out of the 
information indicating the file made into the object of download and the download 
place which shows whether a designated file is downloaded to which directory on 
local (client calculating-machine 20 side) is prepared in this download setting-out 
dialog B0. Here, the file name of the object file (for example, HTML file) or the 
directory on the server on which the object file is put (shown information) is 
applicable as information indicating the file made into the object of the download 
which can be set as the download file setting-out field B1 . 
[0123] setting-out time download carbon button B4 for carrying out selection 
assignment in download by the instant download carbon button B3 for carrying 
out selection assignment in the instant download of the object file (designated 
file) of the download specified as the download setting-out dialog B0 in the 
download file setting-out field B1 again, and setting-out time, and reservation 
period inside installation - a law — the reservation period inside installation for 



carrying out the selection assignment of the download at time of day - a law 
time-of-day download carbon button B5 is prepared. In the initial display 
condition, carbon button B4 of the above three carbon buttons B3 - B5 is set as a 
selection condition, and the remaining carbon buttons B3 and B5 are set as the 
condition of not choosing. 

[0124] The case where selection assignment of the download in setting-out time 
is further carried out by setting-out time download carbon button B4 at the 
download setting-out dialog BO, download time setting-out field B6 for setting up 
the time of download, and reservation period inside installation — a law — time-of- 
day download carbon button B5 -- reservation period inside installation - a law, 
when selection assignment of the download at time of day is carried out The 
period reservation setting-out field B7 for setting up the period (reservation 
period) and time of day (and day of the week) which are set as the object of 
download is formed. 

[0125] The "Cancel" carbon button B9 for directing the "O.K." carbon button B8 
for directing the completion of setting out and a reset further is also formed in the 
download setting-out dialog BO. 

[0126] while a user operates an input unit 25 and carrying out input setting out of 
the information required for the download file setting-out field B1 on the download 
setting-out dialog BO, and download place setting-out field B-2 - instant 
download carbon button B3, setting-out time download carbon button B4, or 
reservation period inside installation - a law - any one of the time-of-day 
download carbon button B5 is set as a selection condition, moreover, the 
download time of the file which self specified when a user chose setting-out time 
download carbon button B4 - download time setting-out field B6 - setting up - 
reservation period inside installation — a law — when time-of-day download 
carbon button B5 is chosen, the reservation period and time of day (and day of 
the week) which are set as the object of download are set as the period 
reservation setting-out field B7. 

[0127] If a user is able to set up a request on the download setting-out dialog BO, 



he will choose the "O.K." carbon button B8. 

[0128] The input Management Department 212 will judge the completion of 
setting out (setting out O.K.), if the "O.K." carbon button B8 is chosen (step A2). 
Each input setting-out data on the download setting-out dialog B0 f Structuring 
processing which matches the attribute information which shows what kind of 
thing the setting-out data is is performed, and while storing in the memory which 
does not illustrate the structured data (structure) which it is as a result of the 
structuring processing, the pointer to the structured data is passed to the 
processing section 213 (step A3). 

[0129] If the pointer from the input Management Department 212 to structured 
data is passed to the processing section 213 When it checks (step A4) and 
download is not specified instancy, whether with reference to the structured data 
concerned which the pointer points out, download is specified instancy That is, 
when time setting out of "download" or period reservation setting out is made, the 
pair of the pointer to the setting-out time or a reservation period (and time of day), 
and the structured data concerned is registered into table 213c (step A5). 
[0130] Then, the processing section 213 refers to table 213c for example, in the 
unit of a part. When one of the current time which self has managed, and the 
setting-out time registered into table 213c matches (coincidence), (Step A6), The 
content (setting-out data on the download setting-out dialog BO) of the structured 
data which the pointer which makes the setting-out time and pair which matched, 
and is registered into table 213c points out is followed. The file specified in the 
download file setting-out field B1 on the download setting-out dialog BO is made 
to transmit from the server computer 10 by the network administration section 
214. Download processing copied to the directory of a local (store 26) specified 
by download place setting-out field B-2 is performed (step A7). 
[0131] Here, when [ in the download file setting-out field B1 ] the file name of an 
HTML file is used for the object file designation of download, the processing 
section 213 makes all the files that accompany the assignment HTML file and it 
transmit from the server calculating machine 10, and is copied to the specified 



local directory. Moreover, when the directory is used for the object file 
designation of download, the processing section 213 makes all the files 
containing the subdirectory under the appointed directory transmit from the 
server calculating machine 10, and is copied to the specified local directory. 
[0132] In addition, when a reservation period and time of day (and day of the 
week) are set up in the period reservation setting-out field B7, whenever the set- 
up time of day (day of the week) comes, download will be performed within the 
set-up reservation period. 

[0133] The processing section 213 performs (step A4) and download processing 
which skipped step A5 and A6 as they were, progressed to step A7, and was 
promptly described above again, when download is specified instancy. 
[0134] 

[Effect of the Invention] As explained in full detail above, according to this 
invention, a user can do automatically a series of activities which release the 
information specified by a user on a server only by carrying out input setting out 
of the required information on a open setting-out input screen. The information 
specified by a user can be opened to the time specified by a user by establishing 
the open time setting-out field in a open setting-out input screen especially. 
[0135] Moreover, the light permission of the released information can be set 
automatically in the condition that a user wishes, by establishing the light 
permission setting-out field in a open setting-out input screen. 
[0136] Moreover, since a open (updating) purport can be transmitted by e-mail 
after disclosure or it can carry as news by setting out on a open setting-out input 
screen, a user just comes to access a server to the timing actually. 
[0137] Moreover, according to this invention, a user can do automatically a series 
of activities which make secret information specified by [ which has already been 
exhibited on the server ] a user only by carrying out input setting out of the 
required information on a secret setting-out input screen. Information specified by 
[ which is exhibited on the server ] a user can be made into the time specified by 
a user secret by establishing the secret time setting-out field in a secret setting- 



out input screen especially. 

[0138] Moreover, the selection assignment of the secret approach can be carried 
out by setting out on a secret setting-out input screen, and information specified 
by [ which is exhibited on the server ] a user can be made secret by the secret 
approach which a user desires. 

[0139] Moreover, since the information specified by [ which was made secret ] a 
user is automatically downloadable to the appointed directory of a client side with 
setting out on a secret setting-out input screen, it is convenient to add edit after 
secret to a open file. 

[0140] Moreover, since that can be transmitted by e-mail after secret or it can 
carry as news by setting out on a secret setting-out input screen, a user can 
prevent the futility which goes that to not knowing to access. 
[0141] Moreover, since automatic disclosure of the page (hypermedia text file to 
make) which tells what (or migration was made) was made secret after secret 
can be carried out by setting out on a secret setting-out input screen to the 
directory on which the assignment information on the server made secret was put, 
when a user says that at access to not knowing, the key of future accesses can 
be acquired. 

[0142] Moreover, since the information specified by [ which is exhibited on the 
server ] a user is downloadable to the appointed location only by carrying out 
input setting out of the information which a user needs on a download setting-out 
input screen according to this invention, more efficient information gathering can 
be aimed at. Since the information specified by a user is downloadable at the 
time which a user desires, or the time of day (or time of day of the day of the 
week which a user desires) which the user within the period which a user desires 
desires by establishing the download time setting-out field in a download setting- 
out input screen especially, it is convenient.
